Work on restoration of the Kimball organ in 
Clermont this past winter and spring has been 
completed. This year marks the 100th anniver- 
sary of the installation of the instrument and it 
thus becomes an antique. 


The Clermont Kimball is on the National Register 
of Historic Places and represents a type of con- 
struction used only briefly at the end of the 19th 
century. Iowa Questers decided to help with 


repairs through their State P&R project adopted 
last year. 


The organ is a "valuable artifact of Iowa history", 
and also an example of decorative art which may 
be "unequalled in the North Central region of the 
U.S." It is especially meaningful to Iowans since 
it was a gift from ex-governor William Larrabee 
to his church in Clermont. Governor Larrabee 
also built nearby Montauk, a home now visited 
by tourists to Northeast Jowa.
